I was discussing the late “Charlie” 
Thompson with an old friend of his, who 
told me how fitly ‘‘Charlie’’ was de- 
scribed in these columns as a transport 
pioneer. Long before taxi-cabs or even 
private motor cars were thought of, the 
proprietors of the big, steam road loco- 
motives of the time looked upon him as 
‘“Public Enemy No. 1.” 

That, however, was for purely pro- 
fessional reasons. Actually, few men had 
so wide a circle of friends, won by his 
good humour and geniality, as well as his 
courage and ingenuity. He was essentially 
an ' emergency man,” and his passion 
for difficult jobs must often have conflicted 
with his commercial interests. Like so 
many other people, he probably fonnd that 
pioneering is not the most _ profitable 
game. 

But, says his friend, it was his per- 
sonality, which established him as one of 
Dublin’s leading ‘‘characters,’’ that will 
be missed most. Others can do the kind 
of things that he was so fond of doing— 
but not in quite the same way! 

One can only speculate on what would 
have happened if he had chosen colonial 
frontiers instead of his native city for his 
sphere of activity.

of programmes in general. It is entirely a 


| question of how the listener approaches music. 


Like all the arts, music has continued to 
rogress through the centuries. Ears which 
ong ago listened to Bach, Handel, Spohr, 
or any of these masters, could not, I am 
sure, suddenly attune themselves to the 
strains of Stravinsky and Poulene with any 
degree of ease. They would have misséd the 
eriod in between these masters, which would 
cave meant a gradual leading-on to the 
modern phase. : 


The Programme Factor 


I must admit, however, that there are 
certain tendencies to-day abroad to ignore 
the classical composers, and to concentrate 
more on the modern school. There is no 
harm in this if the programme be frankly 
an educational one; but where it is intended 
to entertain, programme builders should re- 
member that audiences go to hear what they 
like. A little judicious choosing will make 
any programme interesting to the average 
audience. Of course, you cannot please all 
the audiences; you are bound to find critics 
in any of them, but. at least, you can carry 
the majority—that is, if you have given 
your programme due consideration, with 
entertainment as its main feature. 

Another writer attacked musicians from a 
different angle. She said:—‘'One of the 
main causes of the decline is the lack of 
cohesion amongst musicians in this country. 
There are too many cliques, which, with a 
little good-will all round and less personal 
jealousies, could easily be welded into a force 
for the good of music in Ireland.” There is 
a lot in that complaint, when one looks 
around and sees the number of sociéties and 
organisations which overlap in their musical 


activities. It almost amounts te rivalries in 
some cases. The result is a dissipation of 
effort, and consequent weakening of the 


individual society. 

Competition is a good thing in all branches 
of human activity, but where it is merely 
destructive, its untility is negatived. I think 
I have mentioned the matter of too many 
Feiseanna. This danger is very real. There 
is the inclination to turn the student singer 
into nothing more than a pot-hunter, to the 
detriment of his musical education, and of 
his consequent usefulness as a platform artist. 
This is but a side issue, though an important 
one. The main danger is that the plurality 
of festivals is bound to react lais upon 
the separate organisations. Cannot we have 
one really big Feis annually, in Dublin or 
elsewhere, corresponding to the Welsh 
National Eisteddfod? Such a festival year 
by year, I believe, has kept Welsh music at 
its high level of performance and national 
interest. 


Royal Dublin Society 


Benno Moiseiwithsch, one of the greatest 
living pianists, is the guest-artist of the 
Royal Dublin Society this afternoon and even- 
ing. Of Russian parentage, he began his 
musical career at the age of nine in the 
Russian Imperial Musical Academy, and later 
went to Vienna to study under, Leschetizky. 
His first English appearance was at Reading 
in 1908, and he made his London début at 
the Queen’s Hall, 1909. Since then his ap- 
pearances have been coyntless in London 
and the provinces and Dublin, and every- 
where he has drawn enthusiastic audiences, 
He has about six world tours to his credit, 
and on each occasion he has given fresh 
thought and interpretation to familiar com- 
positions. os. 

His programmes are characteristically built 
up for his two performances to-day. In 
ihe afternoon he opens’ with Bach's 
‘‘Chromatic Fantasie and Fuge,’’ followed 
by the ‘‘ Waldstein Sonata’’ (Beethoven).

Mr. H. G. Legge, Chairman of the Dublin 
ind Irish Association District, who presided, 
proposed the toast of ‘‘ Kire.’’ 

Welcoming the guests, the chairman said 
that Mr. de Valera had paid a high compli. 
nent to Irish journalists in coming there, 
nd they deeply appreciated it. They had 
iso with them Mr. Hugh Dawson, President 

the Institute, one of the best known 
ournalists in Great Britain or Ireland. They 
had a record attendance at that dinner. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘Tne Institute ot 
Journalists,’’ President de Valera said that, 


with perhaps one or two exceptions, during 
twenty years in which he had come in contact 
with working journalists he had not ex- 


verienced among them anything but what he 
would regard as a high standard of conduct. 
The average person thought that journalists 
were unscrupulous people, who would take 
one at a disadvantage. However strange it 

ght appear to journalists who were con- 
scious of their own high conduct, that was 
not an uncommon feeling, and he often had 
been anxious for an opportumity to say that 
everyone who nad had a wide experience o1 
journalists knew that that feeling was with- 
out any real foundation. : 


GREATEST PROFESSION 


The Institute of Journalists was a pro- 
fessional organisation, and his belief was 
‘hat journalism was the greatest of the pro- 
fessions. It could do more than any other 
profession for humanity, and im proposing 
the toast of the organisation he could not do 
better than repeat the words of its President, 
which he had before him on a leaflet — 
‘The Institute stands for a responsible 
truthful, dagnified, and free Press, and for 
the maintenance of standards on behalf of 
journalists that shall give them a status that 


befits their important work in the public 
service. and e financial feward with which 
to maintain that status.” He did not think

Speaking of the difficulties under which 
gg egg worked ani of lack of time 
or close checking of what appeared to be 
the truth, President de Valera said that 
what appeared to the journalist as‘ the truth 
at the time might, on closer examination 
prove not to be so, but the journalist, at 
any rate, gave it as the truth, as he thought 
it to be. ‘The importance, from the point

He was responsible for that phrase, and 
he chose it because he felt that opinions were 
being intruded where news should be; that 
there. was an attempt—not always on the 
R rt of the journalist who sent in his report, 
)ut. as a result of certain policies—to colour 
news, to try to make it serve a cause. To 
change that, in so far as he was able, he 
tried to have a motto adopted, that in the 
news columns there should not be any attempt 
whatever to alter the news as it came in, 
to serve even a. good cause, because he 
was perfectly certain that if they failed 
to serve truth in a matter of that sort they 


‘would fail to serve any cause that they might 


want. to serve. 

Journalists’ responsibilities were increasing 
daily. The Press had an immense power for 
good or evil, arid the thing was to make sure 
that it was a power for good. To meet all 
the responsihility that they had required that 
those who were coming into journalism should 
get the training that journalists coming into 
the profession ought to get to fit them for 
their very high career, and they should get 
it, he thought, with the assistance that the 
public gives for training in other professions. 
(Hear, hear.) The Institute at present was 
doing much towards that, and he hoped that 
the public would realise that it was to their 
interest to do their part. 

Mr. de Valera, on behalf of the people here, 
tendered a very hearty welcome to Mr. 
Dawson. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Mr. Hugh W. Dawson, J.P., President of 
the Institute of Journalists, responding, said 
that he regarded it as an exceptional honour 
to. respond to the toast when it had been 
proposed so eloquently and so graciously by 
a statesman of such distinction and world 
renown as President de Valera, (Applause.) 
He was, indeed, grateful for what President 
de Valera had found it in his heart to say, with 
a sincerity characteristic of the man, in ap- 
preciation of journalists and journalism. 

Having congratulated the Dublin and Irish 
District on the attainment of its splendid 
purpose to become the largest district outside 
London, Mr. Dawson said that he could 
assure them that in their local and district 
efforts they could at all times, in their 
legitimate aspirations towaids improved con- 
ditions, rely upon the whole-hearted sup- 


port of the Central Economic Com- 
mittee, which, in common with the 
other agencies of the Institute. had 


greatly grown in strength and influence. 
‘There was nothing that the Institute could 
not and would not gladly do for its members 
that it or any other organisation might 
properly be asked to do, if only members 
would make known their needs, grievances or 
complaints in their districts, or, should the 
necessity arise, appeal to headquarters, where 
Mr. Nicholson and his efficient and experi- 
enced staff always were at their services. 

A matter of great importance to the Press, 
as involving its good name and reputation, 
was, said Mr. Dawson, the recent strong 
criticism in Parliament and elsewhere against 
certain objectionable methods of news-gather- 
ing, and notably the intrusion into gne | 
privacy at times of tragedy, grief and sad- 
ness. He was sure that no such charge was 
made against the Press in Ireland, and the 
complaint, if well founded, related only to & 
onal number of newspapers elsewhere, which 
he would "not otherwise specify He wished 
to affirm that the Institute of Journalists 
gives no countenance to discreditable methods 
in the collection of news, and offers its full 
protection to any member who finds himself 
under the compulsion of wget practices 
which threatened to bring the whole Press of 
the country into disrepute. (Applause.) _ 

Mr. Dawson regretted that Mr. W. C. 
Chillingworth was no longer with them, and 
said that the services of Mr. Chillingworth 
to the Institute and to the ion in 
general always would ab remembered with 

ratitude and appreciation.

PROSPERITY COMING 


The Lord Mayor responding, said that 
while he agreed that prosperity had come to 
Ireland, he must add that it had not come to 
the full, and they must keep on trying to 
increase it. When every employer employed 
an additional man every day of the week for 
the fifty-two weeks of the year he would 
agree fhat prosperity had arrived. 

While the unity of their whole country 
should be their goal they should not neglect 
scoring points, remembering that every point 
scored brought them nearer to the goal which 
would bring benefit to their people. One of 
those points was the building up of new 
trade agreements with friendly countries, es- 
vecially those within the Commonwealth, to 

uy goods from those countries which would 

buy an equivalent value of goods from us. 
. He hoped that the unity of the thirty-two 
countries would be achieved soon, but in 
achieving that goal coercion would be un- 
availing. They must recognise that there 
were two Governments in this country, and 
that they could win over the North only by 
showing them that it was to their advantage 
to join with the South. 


TO MAINTAIN PEACE 


M. Guerlet, Minister for France, proposed 
the toast, *‘ The Press and the Nations.”’ He 
commented on the cordial relations existing 
between diplomats and journalists in every 
country of the world, nol the many affinities 
between. their careers, and asked should not 
both unite their efforts to maintain peace 
among nations? B egy a educating 
themselves the public would themselves raise 
the standard of the great Press. According 
as the democracies became perfect so also 
would the Press iniprove. The journalists 
would be the first to congratulate themselves 
on this result, and no one would be tempted 
any longer to restrict a liberty which is, and 
must remain, one of the most valuable 
achievements of modern civilisation. Far 
from constantly setting States one against 
another, the Press must help to draw nations 
closer together, and to bring them to a better 
mutual understanding. (Applause.) 

_ Mr. E. Blythe, responding, said that it was 
perfectly true that journalism was at its 
strongest in democratic countries. It was 
also true that just as democracy made jour: 
nalism strong, journalism was one of the 
thitigs that made democracy buoyant and 
effective. There was no journalist who would 
not be glad to hear the words of President 
de Valera in regard to the training of those 
entering journalism. If a system of training 
and registration were devised it would increase 
the power of the Press for good. 

Mr. W. J. Flynn, F.J.L, proposed the toast 
of the guests. 

Mr. oma Fitzgerald, T.D., responding, 
said that the Institute of Journalists was an 
absolutely necessary organisation, and he 
hoped that it would grow in strength, and use 
its power to see that its members received 
more adequate payment for their labours than 
they get at present. Over a period of years 
he had had to put himself completely in the 
hands of journalists, and never once had 
there been a betrayal, even by indiscretion. 

Mr. F. Fahy, Speaker of the Dail, support- 
ing, said that the connection between Leinster 
House and the profession of journalism always 
had been of an intimate character, and it 
covered all relationships, and extended to 
foreign journalists. He suggested that a better 
distribution of Parliamentary business, so 
that the Dail might rise in July, would be 
welcomed generally. It had been an ideal 
aimed at since 1923, but its realisation seemed 
still remote. The Press made a big contribu- 
tion to the making of the Dail.

ATTEMPTED MURDER 


ALLEGED. 


N the Dublin District Court on Saturday, 

before Mr, Cussen, Senior District Justice, 

Thomas Carass, a Detective Guard, of 
Clonmacnoise road, Kimmage, was charged 
on remand with attempting to murder 
Detective Guard Kirwan at Dolphin’s Barn 
on oe 7, by discharging revolver shots 
at him, He was also charged with attempt- 
ing to murder Detective-Officer James Kelly 
on the same occasion. 

Detective-Officer McEvoy, Detective Branch, 
Dublin Castle, deposed that a: a result of a 
telephone message he went to Dolphin’s 
| Barn about 9.30 p.m. on January 7. He 
asked accused man, who was standing in the 
centre of the road, and who was under the 
| influence of drink, what the trouble was, 
and he replied: “I have been in the public- 
house. I was there in company with Kirwan 
and a couple of others. fired at Kirwan 
about five shots. Kelly has my gun. I 
threw it to him.” Witness then asked the 
accused man to take a seat in a motor car, 
and he entered the car. On the way to the 
Castle Detective-Officer Kelly remarked to 
accused man: “I have got your gun,” and 
the accused man replied: “ 
You will probably need it.” At the Castle 
om was handed over to Inspector Mans- 
eld. 


EMPTY SHELLS 


Inspector Mansfield said that at 9.55 p.m. 
he heard a commotion in the hallway of the 
recreation room in the Castle and immediately 
afterwards the accused man entered the room, 
excited and under the influence of drink, 
Witness had him removed from the room, 
and later Detective-Officer Kelly produced a 
revolver in which witness found six empty 
cases. The gun was the one officially issued 
to Detective-Officer Carass as a member of 
the Special Branch. The gun had been 
recently discharged. Witness then gave a 
direction that the accused man be confiued 
to barracks and kept under observation. 
Next morning he saw an overcoat with three 
holes in the right-hand side at the back, 
near the belt. Following investigations at 
Dolphin’s Barn, he had snniived a spent 
bullet, which he handed to Su erintendent 
Stapleton. Witness wabeoquentty informed 
the accused man that he was suspended from 
dut , and he handed him over to Inspector 
O'Neill. He obtained from him the remain- 
ing. rounds of ammunition.

After Four Years 


Herr Hitler’s widely advertised speech 

before the German Reichstag on Saturday 
seems to have fallen rather flat. So much 
fuss was made about it in advance that 
everybody expected something exciting, 
particularly in view of the Fihrer’s well 
known penchant for sabbatical ‘‘ sensa- 
tions.’” The occasion was important, 
inasmuch as it was the fourth anniversary 
of that famous meeting of the Reichstag 
which gave the Nazi leaders their mandate 
to do as they chose in Germany, and the 
entire German people was agog with 
excitement. Factories and workshops were 
ordered to release their workers to listen 
to Herr Hitler’s speech. Loud-speakers 
blared throughout the Fatherland, and 
well regimented crowds of men and women 
prepared to greet his words with un. 
paralleled enthusiasm. For once, however. 
the Fiihrer disappointed his vast audience 
He produced no rabbit from the hat. He 
spoke for precisely two hours, ranging over 
virtually every subject in the political 
world; but he admitted himself that the 
day of “ surprises” was over, and 
certainly he said nothing that could be 
regarded as even mildly unusual. From 
the international standpoint the speech 
contained one or two items of interest. 
Herr Hitler was inclined to be sarcastic 
regarding those ‘honourable’? English- 
men who had taken an interest in the fate 
of Karl Ossietszky, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize, to whom he referred as ‘‘ one 
of the greatest of the Moscow criminals ’’ ; 
and he seems to have taken the matter so 
much to heart that German citizens in the 
future will not be allowed to accept a 
Nobel prize. A native fund will be estab- 
lished to take the place of the Nobel 
foundation, and, consequently, there will 
be no fear of a repetition of the Ossietszky 
incident. Furthermore, Herr Hitler -re- 
pudiated in the most solemn terms that 
clause in the Treaty of Versailles which 
declares that Germany alone was re- 
sponsible for the outbreak of the World 
War. In order to round off his repudia- 
tion of Versailles, he announced his 
intention to place both the German rail- 
ways and the Reichsbank under the 
sovereignty of the Government; so now, 
presumably, everybudy—or nearly every- 
body—will be happy. 
Throughout the course of his somewhat 
discursive oration, Herr Hitler laid par- 
ticular stress on Germany’s intimacy with 
Fascist Italy. Regarding the problem of 
national defences, he replied to Mr. 
Anthony Eden’s recent speech in the 
House of Commons, insisting that- every 
nation must be the sole judge of its own 
requirements, Germany already had made 
several cffers to the world at large. She 
had proposed a definite limitation of land 
armies on the basis of equality between 
Germany and France ; the establishment of 
parity in the air between Germany, 
France, and Great Britain; and finally a 
naval agreement between Germany and the 
British Empire. Of those three offers only 
one—the last—had been accepted; and 
now it was too late to talk about the other 
two, since France had given Soviet Russia 
the chance to insinuate herself into the 
affairs of Central Europe. The Fiihrer was 
most insistent on Germany's desire for 
peace, and read Mr. Eden a rather 
ponderous lesson on the matter of 
defences. ‘‘Germany,”’ he said, “ at any 
rate is happy to have found Italy and 
Japan to be of the same opinion ’’—as her- 
self—‘‘ and would be happier still if that 
conviction should spread in Europe.’’ We 
fear that his choice of supporters was un- 
fortunate. Even the German people hardly 
can be expected to swallow the idea of 
Italy and Japan as exemplars of the prin- 
ciples of defence. Has Herr Hitler 
forgotten Signor Mussolini's defensive 
measures in Abyssinia only about eighteen 
months ago, or the steps that the Japanese 
have been taking to defend themselves in 
Manchukuo? Absit omen. If the Germans 
propose to model their defences on what 
has been done by Italy and Japan, we are 
sorry for their neighbours. Again, Herr 
Hitler proceeds to lecture the other Powers 
concerning their treatment of minorities. 
‘It will be profitable to European peace,”’ 
he says, “if minorities are treated so as 
to take account of their national feelings. '' 
We assume that he is referring inter alios 
to the Germans in Czechoslovakia ; but has 
he forgotten the Jews in Germany? Surely, 
if there is one case of an oppressed 
minority in the civilised world to-day, it is 
to be found within the borders of the 
Third Reich ; but dictators, when exposing 
the motes in their neighbours’ eyes, have a 
winning habit of ignoring the beams in 
their own. 

On the question of colonies Herr Hitler 
was most explicit. Germany does not ask 
for colonies from any Power that did not 
take colonies from her. In other words, 
she does not propose to seek an outlet for 
her surplus population, or a new source 
of raw materials either in Spain or in 
Spanish Morocco ; but she does propose to 
continue to demand the restoration of

quence of her defeat in the War. Here 
Germany undoubtedly has a case. When 


| Signor Mussolini decided that Italy needed 


another colony he promptly broke all his 
pledges, and made a wicked war against a 
defenceless people in Abyssinia. The fact 
that he succeeded constitutes a lasting re- 
proach to civilisation ; yet it is a fact, and 
a fact that must be faced. Germany has 
a vastly more powerful fighting force than 
Italy. Her need for territorial expansion 
also is greater; for, whereas the Italians 
gained large tracts of land after the War, 
Germany ldst not only all her former 
colonies, but substantial areas in Europe 
into the bargain. If Signor Mussolini had 
a right to grab Abyssinia, and to slaughter 
hundreds of thousands of unfortunate 
Ethiopians in the process, Herr Hitler has 


neighbours and to grab their territory on 
precisely the same grounds, Indeed, the 
fear of such an invasion is one of the root 
causes of the general tension in Europe 
to-day. We believe that the only way in 
which the danger of war can be lessened 
is by a reasonable arrangement regarding 
colonies for the Third Reich. Germany 
must find a market in which she can buy 
raw materials in her own currency. Her 
people are good colonisers, despite what 
war-time propaganda said to the contrary. 
Besides, they have become obsessed with 
the idea of colonia] expansion, and so long 
as it is denied to them they will be rest- 
less and a potential danger to the peace of 
Europe. We are not impressed by Herr 
Hitler’s protestations regarding Germany’s 
love of peace. If he has guaranteed 
Belgium’s neutrality, had it not also been 
guaranteed before 1914? We do feel, on 
the other hand, that he is sincere in the 
matter of colonies, and that the former 
Allies would be well advised to make some 
concessions in this respect. 


** The Greatest Profession ”” 


In the course of his speech at the 
Institute of Journalists’ dinner in Dublin 
on Saturday evening- President de Valera 
offered a gracious tribute not only to 
journalists but to journalism as a profes- 
sion. He gave it as his own belief that 
journalism was the greatest of the pro- 
fessions, and suggested that those entering 
the profession should receive suitable 
training “with the assistance that the 
public gives for training in other profes- 
sions,” ‘This hint to our universities, 
it is hoped, may not pass unheeded. 
Were suitable degree courses available to 
those entering the journalistic profession 
the system of county scholarships offers 
the possibility for adequate public sup- 
port. The responsibilities of journalists, 
as the President pointed out,. are 
increasing daily, as, with the growing 
complexity of life, the newspaper has 
become the popular university and ready 
encyclopedia for everybody. Upon the 
newspaper to-day depends the knowledge 
which the populace receives about the 
world in which it lives; about the 
problems besetting it, and about the 
people in whose hands the solution of 
these problems may repose. The faith 
that a people may have in its leaders. 
to a great extent at least, ultimately is 
dependent upon the pictures of these 
leaders built up in the popular mind by 
constant reading of the newspapers. In 
the last resort this means that the future 
development of democratic institutions 
will rest in the hands of journalists as 
much as in the hands of statesmen and 
professorial educationalists. It is with this 
fact constantly in mind that responsible 
journalists approach their professional 
duties, and it is well to have the 
President's considered judgiment that the 
responsibility has been consistently justi- 
fied. “ The knowledge of what journalists 
could, and would, do,” Mr. de Valera 
said, “ had given him at the start a liking 
for responsible members of the profession, 
and he had never during the whole of his 
experience had to alter that opinion.” 
The prominent part that journalists had 
played in the political life of France was 
stressed by the French Minister, M. 
Guerlet, as was also the part that news- 
papers and journalists may play. in 
bringing the nations closer together and 
easing the oft-times difficult task of the 
diplomatist. The modern journalist has as 
a primary task the enlightenment of the 
people of his own country on their 
problems and potentialities ; he has, as 
his secondary task, the presentation of 
nation to nation in the best possible 
guise. That is, of: course, in the 
democratically governed States: the 
journalist’s work in an autocracy or @ 
dictatorial régime‘is shorn of its responsi- 
bility and becomes the poster-board for 
the decrees of the dictator. So long 
as journalism in these countries, and 
in the other democracies, maintains its 
high standards of honesty, integrity, 
sincerity and honour, so long will 
democracy have nothing to fear. Where 
‘the trouble may arise is in the minds of 
those who do noi read the newspapers at 
all—or maybe only that part devoted to 
the more gambling sports—or to those 
who read them with preconceived notions 
of a virulently partisan kind. The price 
of liberty is continuous movement ; when 
the guardians of liberty take their rest

- Smell of Fear 


Animal-lovers and animal trainers have. 
long agreed that dogs and other domesti- 
cated creatures recognise human fear as 
readily as humans recognise it in one 
another. It is an established fact that the 
most lamb-like and inoffensive dog will, 
on occasion, fly to the attack when a 


hesitant in manner, arrives on the door- 
step. Similarly, cattle-breeders are aware 
that, if a man is afraid of a bull, the bull is 
most likely to see red ; while anybody who 
knows anything about horses knows that 
the quietest mare in the stable will prance 
and pirouette in the manner of the most 
high-spirited colt when she finds on her 
back a rider who handles her in an un- 
certain manner, Scientists for many years 
have sought an explanation of this 
phenomenon, and some time ago it seemed 
that the answer had been discovered. Mr. 
A. Payson Terhune, a well-known writer 
of animal stories, sent forth a dictum. 
Writing in the Literary Digest, he said: 
“ When you are frightened nature pumps 
an undue amount of adrenalin: through 
your system. This throws off an odour 
which human nostrils fail to detect. Dogs, 
however, hate it. It rouses some of them 
tÓ rage ; in others it inspires only contempt. 
Many an otherwise inoffensive dog will 
attack when the odour reaches him.” 
These words caused interest that was 
world-wide. Last month, however, the 
American Medical Association replied in 
its Journal that many hundred times the 
normal amount of adrenalin could be 
injected intravenously in man in the 
presence of dogs without the animals 
‘‘ showing hate or contempt detectable by 
man.” There, for the present, the matter 
rests. Mr. Terhune, it would seem, is 
astray in the matter of adrenalin. There 
are few people, nevertheless, who will not 
agree with him that domestic animals can 
smell fear in man. Wild beasts, in general, 
run as far and as fast as possible from 
““man-smell.”” It has remained for 
civilisation to give the house and farm 
animals a sixth sense.

(a) My reference, in a sermon, to the 
Lambeth resolutions on birth-control ; 

(b) my references to the number of in- 
stitutidns engaged in proselytism and to 
the annual outlay on proselytism, 

My sermon was devoted to the subject of 
proselytism. My reference to the Lambeth 


| resolutions was only incidental. I will, there- 


fore, deal first with (b), as it is the more 
urgent, 

His Grace says: ‘‘It would interest me 
greatly to know the names of the sixteen 
Protestant societies of Ireland referred to 
which: have £80,000 annually to spend be- 
tween them, and the income respectively ol 
each of them, and whether they are Church 
of Ireland societies.’’ 

I hasten to explain that the figure given 
in the report of my sermon was incorrect. It 
should have been £30.000, not £80,000. The 
mistake arose out of a blurred “ó” in a 
carbon copy of the typescript.. I wish now, 
however, in the light of information since 
received, to substitute £50,000 for £30,000. 

1 shall return to the question of finance 
presently.

HE event of the week-end has been Herr 

Hitler's speech in Berlin, and this 
has had a good reception, both here and 
in Paris, where it is thought that Herr 
Hitler spoke with greater restiaint than 
is usual with him on such oceasions, and 
that he was determined not to give pro- 
vocation to anybody. France, Holland 
and Belgium are all assured of the 
peaceful intentions of Germany, but it 
cannot be concealed that Great Britain is 
maiked out for importunity in the not 
distant future regarding the former 
German colonies. Germany wants the 
colonies back that once were taken from 
her by force, and most of these are now 
held under mandate from the League of 
Nations by this country. On more than 
one occasion German leaders have virtually 
demanded the return of these colonies, but 
now the demand is likely to be definite, 
and it will be made at a moment when 
it best suits Herr Hitler. Regret is ex- 
pressed in official circles here that Herr 
Hitler did not respond to Ean put 
forward by.Mr. Eden in his recent 
speeches such as disarmament, co-operation 
in economic matters and renewed support 
of the League of Nations. But, aang 
everything into consideration, I was tol 
to-day the speech is thought a good one, 
and that it should be a most valuable 
factor in the settlement of international 
differences. The opinion seemed to be 
that it might even prove useful in helping 
to bring peace to troubled Spain. 


Air Programme Delay 


The Government has not had a par- 
ticularly comfortable week, and it was 
noted that the Prime Minister did not 
intervene in the air debate to make 
another apologia for the delay in the pro- 
gramme of air armaments. Sir Thomas 
Inskip, instead, was put forward to appeal 
to members for suggestions which might 
help in the production of aeroplanes, This 
is likely to bring forth a reply which was 
not invited, inasmuch as a number of 
Conservatives intend to press for a com- 
mittee of inquiry as to the means whereby 
the programme may be accelerated. lí 
the Prints Minister finds himself unable 
to agree to this proposal, he will be asked 
if he will receive a deputation, in order 
that members may tell him what they 
think of the delay in private. Once again 
there is a revival of the suggestion that 
Mr. Winston Churchill should be invited 
to act as Minister for Munitions, but it 
is now generally appreciated that this can 
scarcely be while the National Government 
remains in being. Mr. Churchill is too 
downright tor the taste of some of its 
members, 


Regency Bill Surprise 


The second reading of the Regency Bill, 
the chief item in the Government pro- 
gramme of business this week, will be 
taken in the House of Commons on Tues- 
day, and the Committee stage and third 
reading will follow on Thursday. The text 
of the bill has been published, and, as no 
controversial issues have been raised, it is 
pobable that the bill will be passed with- 
out much discussion. Some little surprise 
has been expressed at the fact that the 
Duke of Gloucester would be Kegent in 
the event’ of one being required, as it Was 
expected in parliamentary circles that the 
person chosen would be the Queen. Pre- 
cedents show that a bill was passed to 
appoint the Duchess of Kent Regent 
should Queen Victoria have been under 
eighteen on the death of William IV., 
while in 1910 an Act was passed providing 
that Queen Mary should be Regent and 
guardian ie the then | 
if he should become King before reaching 
the age of eighteen. In the present bill 
the Queen would become guardian of the 
Sovereign, but cannot be Regent. I under- 
stand that great care and consideration 
has been given to this question, and it has 
been decided that a male Regent, in the 
circumstances, would be the best thing. 


Physical Training 


The scheme proposed by the Government 
for dealing with the general health and 
physique of the people will be set forth in 
a White Paper to be issued on Thursday. 
The paper has been prepared by the Board 
of Education, and Mr. Oliver Stanley, the 
Minister for that Department, will be re- 
sponsible to Parliament for the policy set 
out in it. The plans are likely to be in- 
teresting and comprehensive and their 
appearance is awaited with interest. One 
point about the proposals is that they are 
to be entirely voluntary, and, therefore, 
the Labour Party is not likely to offer 
opposition to them as it can scarcely be 
said that they are militaristic in character. 


Dominions’ Armaments 


It is probable that recent announce- 
ments concerning increased armaments in 
the Dominions are a direct result of the 
visit two years ago of Sir Maurice Hankey, 
who, in addition to being Secretary to the 
Cabinet is also Secretary to the Committee 
of Imperial Defence. At the time of his 
tour it was stated that it was a pure’ 
personal trip, but even if this was so it 
need not have prevented discussions © 
the defence question, and he had inter- 
views with the Defence Ministers 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, and New 
Zealani Since his return to London tlic 
conversations he initiated have been con-

| rae his shoulders against 

the mantelpiece in a Dublin 
hotel, a-stockily-built young man 
described to me his experiences as a 
personal pilot to General Franco in 
the Spanish civil war. 
He was Mr. William Winter- 
bottom, a Dublin-born man, who is 
now a captain in Franco’s forces. 
He has come to England on a 
** secret mission,” and made the 
journey over to Dublin to meet some 
of his friends. 
During the early stages of the civil war 
Mr. Winterbottom was doing some trans- 
lating work in the military commandant’s 
office in Algeciras. Then during a visit to 
Gibraltar a Spanish friend suggested he 
should join up with the Irish Brigade as 
an interpreter. He went up to the Irish 
dépét, and there met the head of the 
Spanish Foreign Legion; who commis- 
sioned him as a Second Lieutenant. There 
were many Spanish officers doing similar 
liaison work with the Irish Brigade, so 
Mr. Winterbottom, who learned to fly in 
the Argentine, joined the Legion Air 
Force, and became second pilot on Gene- 
ral Franco’s private aeroplane. In this 
machine—a fourteen-seater Douglas—he 
carried out many special missions in and 
out of Spain 


BOMBING RAIDS ON 
MADRID 


His other duties in the Air Force in- 
cluded bombing raids on the aerodromes 
outside Madrid and at Malaga. Mr. Win- 
‘terbottom, who has risen to the rank of 
Captain under Franco’s command, de- 
clined to divulge the various types of air- 
craft in use by Franco’s troops, or to dis- 
cuss the question of the number of 
foreigners fighting with him. 

When the non-intervention law came 
into force Mr. Winterbottom discussed 
the matter with General Franco, who de- 
cided to send him to England on this 
‘‘secret mission.’’ He arrived a week ago, 
but does not know if he will return to 
Spain or not. “I think I shall probably 
remain outside Spain as a sort of Envoy- 
at-Large in Europe.”’ 

Many more pilots are being trained at 
Seville for Franco’s forces. The Govern- 
ment Air Force against which they are 
fighting consists largely of American- 
type machines, which have been built 
under licence in Russia, says Mr. Win- 
terbottom, but they are unable to fly low 
enough to bomb with accuracy, owing to 
the efficiency of France’s anti-aircraft 
units. 


IRISH VOLUNTEERS 


Mr. Winterbottom said that when he 
left Spain the Irish volunteers, who have 
been joined up as ‘‘Catholic battalions ”’ 
in the Foreign Legion, had their uniforms 
and equipment. They had undergone a 
course of training under Spanish officers, 


the fighting line. 

It is the Foreign Legion aud the Moors 
who do all the front line fighting. .General 
Franco has not forcibly enlisted a single 
man, but virtually every man is in 
uniform. The Fascists do all the police 
work and have some battalions in the 
fighting line. 

‘* All are fighting for Spain and nothing 
else. Royalists and Fascists—usually 
bitter enemies—are friends together, and 
fight side by side for Spain. 

“ At the moment there is a lull in the 
fighting owing to the severe weather. The 
troops are suffering very much from the 
cold, and many of them have been sick 
with bronchitis and pneumonia, Medical 
supplies and nurses are badly needed, 


PLENTY OF FOOD 


“ There is no shortage of food or any- 
thing else—except English cigarettes—in 
the area occupied by General Franco’s 
troops. As a matter of fact, it is a case 
of ‘ business as usual.’ The shops in the 
occupied area are open, and in such places 
as Salamanca, Seville and Burgos you 
would not know there is a war on—save 
for the fact that large strips of paper are 
stuck over shop windows to stop the 
shattering of glass in case of an air raid, 
and the fact that nearly every man is in 
uniform. Throughout the countryside the 
farmers are at work on the land. 

“ Everything is under military control, 
but foreigners can travel about the 
country provided that they have the 
necessary military permits.”’

AUSTRALIAN BOWLERS 
HIT BACK 
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ADELAIDE, Monday. 

a AST night’s doubtful weather, which 

at one time seemed likely to inter- 
fere with to-day’s play in the fourth Test 
match, gave way to pleasant, warm sun- 
shine this morning. However, a stiff breeze 
was blowing diagonally across the wicket, 
and seemed likely to assist Australia’s 
spin bowlers, O'Reilly and Fleetwood- 
Smith. The wicket was standing up well, 
but it looked as though it would favour 
_ bowling more than is customary on 
the third day. ; 

Bradman started off with one of his spin 
bowlers (Fleetwood Smith), who bowled 
into the wind. Leyland late cut his third 
ball for 2, and square cut the next—a 
long hop—to the boundary. O'Reilly, with 
a helpful wind, bowled from the other 
end, swinging the ball to leg. He sent 
down a maiden over to Barnett. Bradman 
probably opened with his slow bowlers as 
a ruse designed to unsettle the batsmen. who 
were probably anticipating McCormick. 


LEYLAND GOES 

Barnett was ultra-careful at the start. 
Then, when 93, he off-drove O’Reilly to 
the fence. Leyland had made a brisk, 
decisive beginning, and looked the more 
dangerous of the England batsmen, but 
in Fleetwood-Smith’s fourth over he 
reached forward to a ball which turned 
perceptibly and slipped off his bat to slip, 
where Chipperfield took the catch. This 
was an unexpected blow to England, who 
were 190 for 3. 

Leyland batted ninety-eight minutes for 

his 45 and hit three boundaries. On being 
joined by Wyatt, Barnett cut Fleetwood- 
Smith for a couple to reach his century 
after batting four hours twenty-six 
minutes. At this point he had hit one 
6 and eight 4’s, and he was given a fine 
ovation. Pandemonium broke loose a few 
moments later, when Wyatt was out to the 
first ball he received from O'Reilly. He 
played forward and popped up a ‘“‘dolly”’ 
catch to Fingleton at silly leg Wyatt 
made only 3. 
Batting was very slow, but at last a 
square cut for 2 by Ames off Fleetwood- 
Smith put the 200 up in 4 hours 46 
minutes. Inspired by their two quick 
wickets, the Australians were fielding very 
much better than on Saturday, and runs 
were difficult to get. 


QUICK SCORING 

After bowling eight overs—five maidens 
—for 13 runs and one wicket O’Reilly, who 
had bowled magnificently, had a rest at 
217. His place was taken by McCormick 
with the new ball. Barnett welcomed the 
change. Up to that point he had scored 
only five in thirty-five minutes, but he 
set about McCormick in no uncertain 
fashion, and took 17 off his first over. He 
began with two successive fours rather 
loftily between the slips and Bradman at 
backward point. Bradman at once closed 
the gap, but Barnett leg-glanced another 
ball to the boundary, and the next he 
snicked luckily through the slips for the 
fourth four. 

Fleetwood-Smith also had a rest at 234 
in favour of McCabe. The batsmen were 
far more confident against the faster men. 
Bradman put Fleetwood-Smith on at 
McCabe’s end at 242 for the last over 
before lunch. His first ball was of bad 
length and Ames cracked it stunningly to 
the on-side boundary. Two balls later 
Ames slammed another 4 to the off-side 
boundary, which made the partnership 
worth 50 in 59 minutes. Lunch was taken 
at 253 for 4 (Barnett 124, and Ames 30).

CLEMENCY PLEA

| ae appeal for clemency of the 
thirteen men condemned. to 
death in the Moscow trial was re- 
jected to-day. It is not yet known 
whether: the sentences have been 
carried out. The law calls for imme- 
diate execution if an appeal is re- 
jected. It is believed that the accused 
men will have been shot by midnight. 
Their pleas were dismissed by the 
Presidium of the Central Executive 
Committee of the U.S.S.R. 

The ‘‘unlucky 13” are:—Piatakoff, 
until recently Assistant People’s Com- 
missar for Heavy Industries; Muraloff, 
former People’s Commissar for Agricul- 
ture: Drobnis, the State witness who 
turned “ King’s evidence” in the trial 
of the German engineer Stickling last 
November; and _ Serebryakoff, Laivshitz, 
Boguslavsky, Knyazeff, Ratachak, Norkin, 
Shestoff, Turok, Grashe and Pushin. 

The exact manner in which Soviet 
executions are carried out is unknown to 
the public, since the criminal code is silent 
on the subject and witnesses are not 
allowed to attend. 


SECRECY 
The death sentences are cryptically 
worded: ‘‘The defendant has been 


sentenced to the highest measure of social 
defence—i.e., death by shooting.’’ Whether 
the sentence is carried out by a firing 
squad or a single executioner is uncertain, 
The secrecy surrounding executions is ex- 
plained on the ground that they are 
barbarous spectacles. Consequently the 
public is not informed until after the 
execution has already taken place. The 
‘‘notification’’ takes the form of a brief 
and inconspicuous communiqué in the 
newspapers. 

The bodies of the condemned are 


cremated immediately after execution. 
SLENDER CHANCE 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Sunday. 


A slender chance exists that some of the 
thirteen men condemned to death for 
conspiracy against Stalin and the State 
may escape the firing squad before the 
time limit for a reprieve expires at mid- 
night (G.M.T.) tosmorrow. This view 1s 
taken because of the fact that the other 
four accused men in the trial were not 
given capital sentena , but hope is fading 
as the hours slip by. 

The clemency towards Karl Radek, once 
regarded as Stalin’s ‘‘ mouthpiece,”’ and 
Sokolnikoff, former Soviet Ambassador in 
London, who were both sentenced to ten 
years’ imprisonment, has raised hope that 
at any rate Bukharin, Rykoff and other 
members of the former ‘‘ Rightest '' Opposi- 
tion will be equally spared when their 
time comes. 

The other two accused men in the 
present trial who escaped with prison 
sentences were; Arnold, the chauffeur, 
whose nerve failed him twice on “' wreck- 
ing duty ” (ten years), and Stroiloff, of 
the Kuzbatz coal industry (eight years).

CERTAIN PARTS OPERATIVE 
FROM TO-DAY 


The following .statement was issued on 
Saturday by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce :— 

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has made an Order, under Section 2 
of the Insurance Act, 1936, bringing Parts 
I., Ill. and IV. of the Act into operation 
on the lst February, 1937. 

Part I. of the Act deals with preliminary 
and general provisions; Part III. relates 
to amalgamation and transfer of certain 
assurance businesses; and Part IV. con- 
tains provisions with regard to winding-up 
and . inspection of insolvent assurance 
companies. 


ADVANTAGES EXPECTED 

The Act, which is now in part brought 
into operation, was one of the most im- 
portant items of legislation during last 
year. It consists in all of seven hese 
Mr. Lemass has great hopes that the parts 
now put in operation will result in great 
advantages to the Free State. On the 
occasion of the second reading he ex- 
pressed the view that these parts of the 
Act would effect the setting up of a strong 
life assurance company or companies, 
backed by the State to whatever extent 
may be necessary, which would command 
on merit the bulk of business originating 
in the Free State. In the event of an 
amalgamation scheme policy holders in 
existing companies would receive from the 
company established as a result of the Act 
policies for the same amounts as they held 
previously, whether the company which 
issued them were actuarially sound or not. 
With regard to amalgamation schemes 
these must be submitted to the Minister 
for his approval, and this again must be 
confirmed and sanctioned by the High

The Times remarks -..day in an 
editorial article:—Herr Hitler confirms 
the general undertakings which he has 
given in earlier speeches. Similar un- 
dertakings have a iven on behalf 
of other countries. t is not un- 
gracious to say that Europe re- 
sounds with them from one platform or 
another almost weekly, nor is it a 
reflection upon the sincerity of any of 
them to point out how little general pro- 
testations of peace-mindedness have 
hitherto been able to do for the creation 
of that peace of mind on which confidence 
between countries must ultimately be 
grounded. i 

Herr Hitler’s speech may justly be con- 
trasted with that of ten months ago, when 
he was engaged upon the most difficult 
and the most audacious task and work 
of his life. What he then offered was a 
programme of collaboration, an invitation 
to diplomatic action for common ends. 
The Franco-Soviet Pact existed then as 
now. It served to justify the reoccupation 
of the Rhineland, and it was not regarded 
as an obstacle to a European settlement, 
crowned by the stabilisation of armaments. 
Herr Hitler’s offer may not have been 
wisely received, but it was certainly 
not rejected, and since that time fresh 
openings for a concerted effort have been 
expressly offered to Germany. His reply 
to these mow seems to be that, while the 
time for surprises is over, Germany will 
continue to move in her own orbit, not 
rejecting, naturally enough, contacts with 
other countries, but refraining from any 
share in a collective endeavour to increase 
the trade and security of the Continent as 
a whole. 

After dealing with certain ambiguities 
and contradictions in the speech which do 
not leave Herr Hitler’s intention plain— 
obscurities of the kind which negotiation 
at short range would rapidly clear up 
and which are apparent in the passages 
concerning economic co-operation, dis- 
armament and the League—The Times 
proceeds: All these difficulties require the 
kind of examination that only discussion 
across a table can furnish. After Mr. 
Eden’s frank speech and Herr Hitler’s 
reply, a truce to public exchanges for a 
time would be no bad thing. Though it 
is the undoubted right and duty of the 
House of Commons to keep a vigilant 
eye upon foreign policy, it should be 
possible to devise some method of meeting 
the need more economically and with 
equal or greater advantage to the public 
interest than by a weekly or fortnightly 
debate on foreign affairs. Herr Hitler 
has renewed the solemn declaration that 
he has no conceivable grounds of quarrel 
with France; that he is ready to guar- 
antee Belgium and Holland as neutral 
and untouchable for ever, and that he 
speaks for the wholee German people in 
offering the British Government and 

ple frank and cordial co-operation. 
What is now wanted to maintain and 
éxpand the calming and _ conciliatory 
effect of these re-assertions is a starting 
point for the closer business of negotia- 
tion. A German reply to the last Locarno 
Note. from London might well provide it. 
The threads of political fegotiation are 
not in British hands alone, but two con- 
tributions to security and 1 SEAgriesasúireh 
are at our disposal. One is the utmost 
dispatch in the repair of our defences, 
oid the other is the diligent application 
of economic policy to present inter- 
national needs, excluding no country, 
least of all Germany, unless self-excluded.

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BOLSHEVISM TO 
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Reviewing the events of the years before 
the Nazis took over power, which, said, 
could not be solved by a simple change of 
government, Herr Hitler asked: ' Who could 
compate present-day Germany with that exist- 
ing four years ago?

THE RESULTS 


He described the results of the German

Education of the people, however, he con- 
tinued, would never come to an end, and this 
education included the Hitler youth, the 
Labour Service, the Party and the Army, as 
well as books, newspapers, theatres and nims.

A: HAND TO BRITAIN 


Referring to the League of Nations, Hitler 
said: “This League has never been a real 
league of peoples. A number of great nations 
do not belong to it, or have left it, without 
anybody being able to assert that these coun- 
tries were in favour of a policy of isolation, 
I think, therefore, that in this respect Mr. 
Eden certainly misjudges Germany's inten- 
tions and views. 

“I have already tried to bring about a 
good understanding in Europe, and I have, 
especially to the British people and its Go- 
vernment, given assurances of how ardently 
we wish for a sincere and hearty co-operation 
with them. 

“I believe that formerly nobody had this 
desire in Europe. To-day this desire is only 
an illusion, for, as a matter of fact, the 
division into two parts, not only of Europe, 
but of the rest of the world, is an accom- 
plished fact. 

‘“It is to be regretted that the. British 
Government did not agopt its present attitude 
earlier—viz., that a division of Europe must 
be avoided under all circumstances—for then 
we would not have had a Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. This Treaty has inaugurated the first 
division of Europe—viz., the divisions of 
nations into victors and vanquished, and 
that is nations without rights. Nobody suf- 
fered more in this division of Europe than 
the German- people. That this division, so 
far as Germany is concerned, was removed is 
chiefly the credit of the National-Socialist 
revolution in Germany, and thus of some 
credit to myself to some extent. 


BRITAIN AND BOLSHEVISM 


‘“The second division has been brought 
about by the proclamation of the Bolshevist 
doctrine, the chief feature of which is not 
to stay within the limitations of its own 
nation, but. to enforce itself on all peoples.

Later Hitler continued: “ Three times 1 
have made concrete offers for armament re- 
strictions, or at least armament limitations. 
These offers were rejected. May I remind 
you that the greatest offer I have made in 
the past was that Germany and France 
should reduce their armies to 300, men ; 
that Germany, England and France should 
bring down their air weapon to an equal 
level, and that Germany and England should 
conclude a naval agreement. 

‘Only the latter part was accepted, but 
as such was the only contribution in the 
world to a real limitation of armaments. All 
other German proposals were either flatly de- 
clined or. received an answer in the conclu- 
sion of those alliances which enabled the 
gigantic wer of Soviet Russia to play a 
róie in Central Europe. 

“ If one speaks of armaments it would be 
better to mention, in the first instance, the 
armaments of that Power which is the basis 
of the armaments of all the others.

THE . REICHSBANK 


An official explanation of Hitler’s 
reference to the Reichsbank was issued 
through the German News Agency en 
Saturday night. 

It says that by placing the Reichsbank 
wholly under the sovereignty of the 
Reich the last international restriction 
imposed on the Reichsbank law has been 
removed. Henceforth this bank law can 
be changed without international con- 
sent, and Dr. Schacht, if he so chooses, 
need no longer be a member of the Bank 
for Internationa] Settlements. | 

The announcement adds: '' By cutting 
loose from the international restrictions 
Germany takes back in this field also its 
legislative sovereignty.”’

‘The unreasonable division of the world 
into peoples who have and peoples who have 
not does not remove or solve problems any 
more than the internal social problems of 
the people can be solved simply by more or 
less witty phrases. 


GERMAN COLONIES 


“The German people once built up a 
Colonial Empire without robbing anyone and 
without any war. This Colonial Empire was 
taken away from us. It was said that the 
natives did not want to belong to Germany, 
that ‘the colonies were not administered 
properly by the Germans, and that these 
colonies had no true value. If this is true, 
this valuelesaness will also apply to the other 
nations, and there is no reason’ that they 
should wish to keep them. from us. More- 
over, Germany has never demanded colonies 
for military purposes, but exclusively for 
economic ones. 


PACIFICATION OF EUROPE 


‘ In concluding my remarks on this subject 
I should like to voice a few opinions concern- 
ing the possible ways leading to genuine 
pacification of Europe, and beyond:— __ 

"1. It is in the interests of all nations 
that the individual countries shall possess 
internally stable and orderly political and 
economic conditions. ‘They are the most um- 
portant conditions for lasting and solid 
economic and political relations between the 
peoples. : ;

“ 5. lt is impossible to make one nation 
responsible for armaments or another 
responsible for armaments limitation, but it 
is necessary to see this problem -as it really 


is. 

“ 6. It is impossible to maintain peace 
among the nations so long as an international, 
irresponsible clique can continue their agita- 
tion unchecked. 2: 

“ 1 greatly regret that the British Foreign 
Minister did not state categorically that there 
was not one word of truth in the calumnies 
about Morocco spread by these international 
war agitators.

‘‘In concluding these remarks, I should 
like to deal. with the document which the 
British Government addressed to the German 
Government on the occasion of the occupa 
tion of the Bhineland.

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THE BASOUE PROBLEM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—If an outsider may venture into a 
discussion between two Roman Catholic 
priests, I should like to put several ques- 
tions to Father Gannon. It is difficult 
for me to understand how any Roman 
Catholic can give his adhesion to a revolt. 
against an established and legally con- 
stituted Government. I had always sup- 
posed that the Church taught obedience to 
the Government ordained by Almighty God, 
except, perhaps, in the case of a small nation 
struggling to free itself from a foreign 
oppressor. The so-called “ Red’’ Govern- 
ment of Spain is a legally constituted Go- 
vernment in office through the will of the 
Spanish people, constitutionally expressed in 
the elections of last February, held under 
a régime which cannot be accused of having 
“‘cooked’”’ the results in favour of its 
opponents. The Government which then 
came into office and its present successor, 
equally legal and constitutional, cannot be 
called ‘‘ Red " with any show of justice. The 
Cabinet, which took office in February, 
956, was mildly liberal, contained no 
“ Reds ' of any complexion, and attempted 
only some very moderate agrarian and 
economic reforms, such as would have been 
considered almost conservative in Britain. 
Only General Franco's revelt drove it into 
the arms of the more ‘‘ Left ” parties. 
Again, I find it difficult to understand 
why all those who desire to bring about 
State or municipal ownership of the means 
of production, transport, etc., should be 
dubbed as ‘‘Reds’’ or as enemies of Chris- 
tiamity. I can see nothing inconsistent with 
Christianity in such a programme. It is 
an unfortunate accident that, in Russia, 
where the Church was associated in the. 
minds of the people, with the oppression 
and tyranny of Czarism, the ‘‘ Left” 


—— 
| same vested interests that have in the past 
| ruined Spain and deposed all self-government 
for the Basques and Catalans—on the one 
side, and the vast bulk of the Spanish people 
on the other side, seeking to hold what was 
won by the advent of the Republic and to 
extend the era of social and economic justice 
then begun. I would suggest that Father 
Gannon should read Mr. Langdon-Davies’s 
“ Behind the Spanish Barricades,’’ and, as a 
corrective, Professor Allison Peers’s '“' The 
Spanish Tragedy.’’ One book is written from 
the '“ Red ’’ point of view, the other from the 
point of view of the ‘‘ Right ’’; but both give 
the facts, and blink nothing. 

Of course, regrettable incidents have 
occurred. All war is abeminable. But, in 
my humble opinion, a victory for General 
Franco would be the most regrettable thing 
of all, both for the Spanish nation and for 
the interests of Christianity. And why con- 
demn Monsieur Blum as the ally of Soviet 
Russia? All French Governments have looked 
to Russia, whether Czarist or Soviet. as their 
natural ally against Germany. Monsieur 
Blum seems to me to be the one hope of 
Europe at present. Only France has attempted 
to pursue a policy of peace, a policy of 
genuine non-intervention in Spain, a policy of 
social and economic reform without attacks 
on the Church; only France has attempted to 
curb and ultimately, I hope, destroy the greed 
of private manufacturers of armaments, 
Surely the latter activity of Monsieur Blum, 
at least, is not inconsistent with Christianity. 
I hope that Father Gannon and Father 
Laborda will not consider me impertinent nor, 
in any way, opposed to Christian principles 
or practice. My plea is simply that the 
Spanish civil war (and its repercussions in 
Ireland and elsewhere) should be removed 
from the religious field entirely and treated ag 
purely political.—Yours, ete.,

HE racing 30 ig we for yesterday at 
Newbury had to be abandoued, as the 
hurdle course was frozen in parts, and 

the Stewards decided that it wala be un- 
safe. On the whole, however, we have been 
fairly fortunate during this National Hunt 
season, more fortunate than a year ago -in 
thé way of abandonments, when virtuall 
half the season was lost between the death 
of King George and bad weather conditions. 

We are not, however, out of the wood vet ; 
for the floods are increasing instead of sub- 
siding, and we are warned that frost may 
follow the rain, which has swept away the 
snow in some places. : 


Early Scratchings 


We had the Lincolnshire. and Grand 
National weights in the last Racing Calendar, 
and it must be by way of a record that 
within forty-eight hours of their. publication 
three of the five at the top of the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap have been taken out—Sea 

uest, Hocus Pocus and Commander III. 
-It is a little ironic that two of these, Sea 
Bequest and Hocus Pocus, were those against 
whom the bookmakers wanted to lay the 
shortest prices. 

Sea Bequest, in company with Moody and 
Astar, was given top weight, 9st. 71b. The 
two latter are French horses that have not 
run in Engiand, and, therefore, in accordance 
with the instruction to handicappers which 
the Jockey Club agreed on late last autumn, 
had to be at the top. 

This instruction says that foreign horses 
should run three times in this country before 
they come up for handicapping. If they do 
not, they must be given top weight, or, in 
the case of three-year-olds, be put in at 
weight-for-age with the top weight. 

It was high time that this course, which 
1 have been advocating .for years, was 
adopted. Handicappers have been a little at 
sea for years in handicapping foreign horses. 
I know that they keep in touch with the 
French handicappers, but this does not com- 
pletely solve the problem. 

Tell it not in Tipperary or publish it not in 
the streets of Streamstown, but there have 
been cases where horses have been ‘‘ readied ’’ 
all through a season in France, so as to get 
in with a reasonable weight in a ee 
at the back-end in England and bring o 
a coup. 


Moody and Astar 


In the case of Moody, he was bought by 
the Duke of Westminster after finishing 
second to Davout in the French Two Thou- 
sand Cruineas; and sent to Newmarket to be 
trained by Captain Whitaker. ‘He did not 
run in England during the rest of the season, 
which was a little ominous. 

Astar has not left France, and his record 
last season was not a particularly bright one; 
at least, not bright enough to suggest that 
he could win a Lincolnshire with Yst. 1 see 
little hope for either Moody or Astar, even if 
they are accepted with. . 

As Sea Bequest had not won a race since 
the Ascot meeting of 1935, the handicapper 
certainly seemed a little severe with him. 
although he had finished second in the Man- 
chester November Handicap—a mile and a 
half, not a mile. Immediately Jack Jarvis 
saw the weights he consulted his owner, Mr. 
Charles Gordon, and struck. him out. 

Jarvis stil] has two in the race, Edgehill 
and Calder, both owned by Lord Rosebery, 
and there may be possibilities about one or 
other. |

As King’s Gap only won one race last year 
—a five furlong weight-for-age event—it will 
be seen to what a sorry pass the Lincolnshire 
has been reduced this year. 

When we saw the entry first it looked as if. 
with a few exceptions, they were a motley 
lot, and it looks a good deal worse now. 

The Grand National Handicap is far more 

interesting, but, then, it always is. With 
no Reynoldstown among the entry, Golden 
Miller was an automatic top-weight, and 
Miss Paget’s horse has been given the same 
allotment as in the last two’ seasons, 12st. 
7lb. I do not expect that he will be every- 
body’s money this year. It is stated that 
his next race will be an optional sellin 
steeplechase at Birmingham m three weeks 
time, that is, the week before Cheltenham, 
where he has his standing engagement in the 
Gold Cup. 
I wonder, by the way, how the handi- 
capper would have dealt with Reynoldstown 
had he been entered. Would both have been 
given 12st. 7lb., or would one have to give 
the other a pound or two? Fortunately for 
his own peace of mind, the handicapper has 
been spared attempting a solution of this 
delicate question. ' 


Paris Steeplechase Winner 


Next to Golden Miller, and with 6lb. less, 
comes the French horse, Potentate, an eight- 
year-old who, like Avenger, the horse that 
started favourite last yeay and broke his 
neck in the race, was once owned by Lord 
Derby, who bred him in France from Monarch 
and Beersheba. i 

He was a poor sort of performer on the 
flat, and after winning a seller he was Ict 
go for the equivalent of less than £150. Last 
summer he won the Grand Steeplechase at 
Auteuil, and won it in slashing style by “six 
lengths. 

The last French horse that won the Grand 
National was Lutteur IIL, who had 10st. 
lilb,, but then he was only a five-year-old, 
and he had not won the Paris Steeplechase. 
I have a high regard for Paris Steeplechase 
form. The horses the late Mr. Linde used 
to send over for it, like Whisper Low, Too 
Good, Royal Meath, and others were, if 
contemporary accounts are to be credited, 
super ‘chasers. 

Then look at the few English horses that 
have been good enough to win it in the last 
twenty-five years—Jerry M., Troytown, and 
Silvo—the last-named a superlatively good 
horse, but only up to fcur miles, the distance 
for the Grand National 


of the Paris race, 
course was too far for him. 

Ailí rule, it takes a good horse to win 
the Paris race, and so0 one that has 
won in from a good field is en- 
titled to 12st. or over in the Grand 
National. . Of course, the owner of Potentate 


may not think so, but the presence of his 
horse would greatly enliven a field that will 
not be of all-round distinction. — . |

Two horses whose prospects have interested 


me are the Irish-bred eight-year-old from th: 
Wroughton Stable, Royal Mail and Drinmore 
Lad, who have respectively list.

Davy Jones's Claims 


The horse that wiil intrigue the public as 
much as anything in the race is Davy Jones, 
the meteor of last March, who after making 
all the running, jumping with a precision and 
a boldness such as is seldom seen in the 


case of a horse who is running for the first 


time at Aintree, ran out before the last 
fence after the reins had parted. 

He has been fined for the performance, but 
only in part. He has 11st., instead of 10st. 
7ib., so that he meets Golden Miller at 2st., 
exactly the same terms as a year ago. But 
the bottom weight was 10st. 7lb. last year, 
whereas this year it is 10st. — 

Thus he is in on unfavourable terms with 
some of the bottom-weights. 
for instance, whom he met at evens last year, 
he has to give Ist. 

Davy Jones has not run this season, and 
there was a screw loose some little time ago. 
It is not impossible, of course, but it is hard 
to believe that the luck which deserted him 
at the last moment last March will come his 
way again.

NOVEL suggestion for. securing the 
A control of all-Ireland by the Cumann 

Rothaidheachta na _h-Eireann = (the 
C.R.E., or Cycling Association of Ireland 
was adopted unamimously at the first Ar 
Fheis of the Cumann, held in Wynn’s Hotel, 
Dublin. yesterday. ‘The C.R.E. was formed 
by cycling members of the National Athletic 
and Cycing Association of Ireland, who, 
claiming the right to govern their own afiairs, 
broke away from that organisation at the 
Congress twelve months ago. 

The decision reached yesterday means, in 
effect, that Mr D. Lennon, hon. secretary, 
C.R.E., will, if invited, attend the Congress 
of the Union Cycliste Internationale—the in- 
ternational governing body of cyclists—in 
Paris next week, snd claim affiliation as re- 
resenting the thirty-two counties. This, it 
is expected, will be refused, and he will then 
accept any alternative offered, ‘‘ subject to 
the ratification of the C.R.E.” The latter 
body will, however, then have gained affilia- 
tion. and at the 1938 Congress attempt to pass 
a resolution giving them complete control of 
all Ireland. If this is not obtained they will 
finally resign from the international body. 

Delegates to the Ard Fheis expressed the 
view that their object—thirty-two county con- 
trol—never could be obtained while the 
C.K.E. remained outside the governing body.
